Bjin the 1890’s at a location about 


where Emmy’s now is; later it was 
Hallford and Collier, about where 
City Paint is located; in 1912 the 
Hallfords bought out Wilco Mentz 
on the northeast corner of Main 
and Putnam, at present location of 
the Hi Lo, and continued the 
Mentz store with general mer- 
chandise as well as groceries.

terior at this location; in the pho- 
to, from left, Stephen Hallford, 
Ike Hallford, and Frank Hallford. 
(Stephen was Frank’s father, Ike 
his uncle.) 

Center photo shows the store in 
the late 1920’s when it was locat- 
ed where Wilcox Flower shop now 
is. In the photo are Hester Hall- 
ford (Schlager), Mrs. H. S. Tem- 
pleton, a customer, Stephen Hall- 
ford and Jess Hallford. 

Lower photo, taken in 1935, 
shows Frank presenting a set of 
silverware to Mrs. Pat Gill, who 
had won a Drifted Snow flour 
contest. At lower right are Mr. 
and Mrs. Lee Sunderland, center, 
John Sunderland at left, and Frank 
Hallford at right — probably the 
final picture that will be taken in 
a Hallford Grocery store.

At Lake Success 


PORTERVILLE, Oct. 29 — In a 
temporary agreement reached be- 
tween the Tule River association 
and the U.S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers, water presently in stor- 
age back of Success dam can be 
retained, and storage can be in- 
creased to 10,000 acre feet during 
the 1964-65 winter season. 

Without the agreement which is 
for one season only, water would 
have been released on October 31 
down to the working pool of 6,800 
acre feet and no storage would 
have been allowed until the end 
of next February. 

Flood criteria still prevails, and, 
at any time, the army engineers 
can release Success reservoir wa- 
ter into the Tule river if indicated 
snow water runoff makes increas- 
ed storage space necessary.

UNEMPLOYED, OR JUST NON-? 


The news that in July unemployment had dropped below 
5 per cent for the first time in 53 years was, of course, welcome. 
But for the purpose that unemployment is used politically, 
the figure should be considerably below the 4.9 per cent re- 
ported. The reason is that Labor Department figures are 
padded. 

The padding comes in the categories of people who are 
actually just not employed. not truly UNemployed in the sense 
of a wage earner who needs work and can’t find it. In a re- 
cent report, Robert O. Snelling, Sr., president of a Philadelphia 
personnel consulting firm, pointed out that the Department's 
figures “erroneously include a multitude of people who say 
they would like to work but do not urgently need work and 
are not really looking for employment.” 

Mr. Snelling cites high school and college students who are 
between semesters and will be going back to school; produc- 
tion workers on temporary layoff because of production 
changeovers; housewives who would like to earn some extra 
spending money but whose families are well supported by the 
husband; people on strike; seasonal workers, accustomed to 
part time employment; social security beneficiaries hoping for 
a little extra income. 

These, of course are not the truly unemployed in the sense

A .22 bullet had severed his spine, and he was all through. 
But they neglected to tell him about it, so today this remarkable

But Sam has a brain, and that’s 


what he is putting to work. 

Sam was 10 years old when the 
accident happened; his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs, Leo Staley, were told 
by doctors that there was no hope. 
But somehow or other Sam recov- 
ered, and in spite of his extreme 
handicap continued on at the Zion 
Lutheran school at Terra Bella to 
graduate as valedictorian, then, 
in June of this year, to graduate 
with a “B” average from Porter- 
ville high school. 

And now, at almost 18 years of 
age, he is pointing toward a col- 
lege education, possibly studying 
accounting, law, or general busi- 
ness, with present plan being to 
enroll at Porterville college in 
September.

(Continued From Page1) « 
of Main and Putnam, became a 
factor in a local political fight — 
re-location of the Porterville post- 
office. 
At that time the postoffice was 
across the street, next to the ped- 
estrian alley just south of Bul- 
ard’s. Controversy centered around 
whether or not the postoffice 
would remain in ‘North Porter- 
ville’ or be moved to “South Por- 
terville.”’ 
Citizens of North Porterville 
offered to buy out the Hallford 
store on the corner so that the 
postoffice could be moved to this 
location: the store was closed in 
anticipation of the deal, but when 
the chips were down the citizen 
committee gave Stephen Hallford 
a buckskin pouch ¢Gontaining $500 
in gold, an arrangement was made 
to reopen’ the store a few doors 
further north — in the present 
Wilcox Flower shop location. 

The postoffice was located on 
the corner, and remained there 
until about 1935, when it was 
moved to the Stone building on 
Second street. At this time the 
Hubler Jewelry store, located in 
what is now the south half of the 
present Hallford market, was mov- 
ed to the corner location, and 
Hallford’s moved into the former 
jewelry store. . 

Later the Hallfords bought the 
Pioneer Meat market, next door on 
the north, took out the dividing 
wall, and remodeléd the building 
into the store as it is today. 

About 1949, Frank bought out 
the interest of his father and his 
sister and operated the grocery 
and meat market until 1961, when 
he sold to the Sunderlands.
